Rs. 1,725 / -. He has approached the Management to get his 
salary dues , but with no result. 


3. The Opponents , in their written statement , raised objec 
tions regarding the applicant being a " Workman " within this 
meaning of the Act and also regarding the impleading 
of Shri Pravinkumar Gosalia and Shri Vinod So Gosalla . 
in their individual capacity , as Opponents in the proceedings, 
stating that the applicant was in the employment of the 
Company, who is the employer and the sole responsible for 
the purpose of law and not the Directors , in their individual 
capacity . 


In this reference made by the Govt . of Goa, Daman & Diu , 
to this Tribunal for adjudication of a dispute between the 
above parties, the schedule attached to the Order of Reference 
leads as follows: 

" Whether the action of the Management of M / s. 
Shamsunder & Company Private Limited , Bicholim -Goa , 
in discharging the services of Shri Vishnu S. Harmalkar , 
Supervisor w . e . f. 2-11-1979 is legal and justified ? 

If not, to what relief the workman is entitled to ? " 
2. Both the parties were duly served to appear before 
this Tribunal to file their statement of claim and written 
statement. The workman / party I, who was represented by 
Union Leader, Shri George Vaz, asked for time to file his 
claim statement, which was granted . On the next date 
fixed , both the workman and his rep remained absent. The 
employer s rep . filed its written statement and the case 
proceeded ex - parte regarding the workman . On the date 
fixed for evidence , the employer s rep . examined in open 
court , Shri Kantilal Govind Narkar, In -charge of the 
factory , who produced the inquiry proceedings conducted 
against the workman and various other documents . 

3. I have carefully perused the inquiry proceedings in 
which the workman fully participated and I am satisfied 
that the discharge order passed by the employer is legal 
and justified , since the workman did not report for duty 
at the place of his transfer . This is my answer to the 
reference . No order as to costs . 


On the merits, it is stated that the Company , since 1973 , 
has been facing difficulties in its business and in the laut « 
years , an acute financial crisis. The workers were paid their 
wages , although with delay. A meeting was called and the 
workmen employed in the Mines agreed to give production 
at a certain rate per month , based on which the Opponents 
agreed to effect payment linked with production to the work 
men employed in the Mines . Unless production was made by 
the workers in the Mines , there would be no effective worlu 
to perform in their day to day activities. On account of the 
failure on the part of the workers to give any production 
in the month of December, 1980 , the employees in the Head 
Office were considered as on lay -off without wages , whicr. 
position was explained to the applicant and others. Since 
the applicant is to be considered as on . lay-off and did not 
perform any work after resuming duties , he is not entities 
to any wages , as claimed in the application ,

" 1. Whether the applicant proves that he is a workman 

within the meaning of Section 38C ( 2 ) of the IDA , 

1947 , briefly called the Act ? 
2. Whether the applicant proves that he is entitled to 

claim from the opponent Rs . 19,888-95 as his salary 
dues from January 1981 to January 1982, as per the 

details shown in the annexure to the application ? 
3. Whether the applicant proves that the opponents two 

and three, as Managing Directors of Opponent No. 1 

are also liable to pay the dues claimed by him ? 
4. Whether the Opponents prove that the applicant is 

to be considered as in lay off without wages during 
the above mentioned period , on account of the Sec . 
tion of the workmen on mines pot performing any 

work after resuming duty ? 
5. Whether the Opponents prove that during the said 

period the applicant has not performed any duties, 
and , consequently , is not entitled to any wages ? "

5. On the above issues , both " the parties rep . led their 
evidence . The applicant got himself examined and the Op . 
ponent s rep . examined Shri Vinod S. Gosalia , Director of 
M /s. S. Kartilal and Company Private Limited . 
6. Considering first issue No. 1 : 

The applicant, in his statement, has stated that although 
his designation in the 

establishment was controller of AC 
counts , he was assisting the Chartered Accountant; he was 
signing only the provident fund returns and correspondence re 
garding the provident fund ; he could not sign papers on 
his own but only after the Director had examined them and 
asked him to sign . He had no control over the service con 
ditions of the employees working in his department; leave 
was sanctioned by the Management; allotment of work was 
done by the Chartered Accountant; he was alloted work either 
by the Chartered Accountant, by the Director of by the 
Manager ; he was getting a salary of Rg. 1,725 / - per month . 

In his cross, he has denied the suggestion that he is a 
qualified Chartered Accountant and admitted that the nature 
of the duties he used to performi at A. Ferguson & Co. 
were not the functions a mere clerk can perform but they 
were the functions of a responsible person who knows the 
matter of accounts of higher quality . He has denied that , 
after the Chartered Accountant Bhachwat left, the applicant 
was responsible in the matter of accounts , being assisted by 
Rohidas Naik and others . There was no suggestion in cross 
examination that whatever he has stated in examination in 
chief was not correct. 


AWARD 


In this application filed by the above applicant against the 
above. Opponent under Section 33C ( 2 ) of the I.D.A., 1947 , 
in short the Act, it is prayed that the Opponents be directed 
to pay him Rs. 19,888-95 , of his wages from January , 1981 
to January 1982 , as per the details shown in the annexure .

2. It is stated in the application that the applicant was 
employed with the Opponents on 1-11-1967 as Controller 
of Accounts at the Head Office, at Margao , with the initial 


7. Section 2 ( s ) of the ACÉ defines " Workman " as meaning 
any person (including an apprentice ) employed in an indus 
try to do any skilled or unskilled manual, supervisory, tech 
nical or clerical work for hire or reward , whether the terms 
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of employment be express or implied (the remaining portion 
is not relevant for our purpose ) but does not include any per 


son :

iii ) who is employed mainly in a managerial or admi 

nistrative capacity ; or 
iv ) 

who being employed in a supervisory capacity , 
draws wages exceeding five hundred rupees per 
mensem or exercises , either by the nature of the 
duties attached to the office or by reason of the 
powers vested in him , functions mainly of a ma 

nagerial nature . 
8. From the statement of the applicant it is shown that 
he was not employed in a managerial, supervisory or admi 
nistrative capacity and there was no suggestion to the con 
trary made to him in cross examination by the employer . Fur 
ther , the nature of the duties performed by him was also not 
of managerial, supervisory or administrative capacity . 

9. I, therefore, hold that the applicant is a " Workman " 
within the meaning of Section 2 ( s ) of the Act , since it is 
not proved that he was employed mainly in Managerial or 
Administrative capacity or even in a supervisory capacity . 


10. I shall now take up issue No. 3 regarding liability of the 
Managing Directors of the Company, in their individual 
capacity , to pay the dues of the applicant. 

It is an admitted fact that the employer of the applicant 
was the company, M / s. S. Kantilal & Co. Pvt. Ltd., and not 
its Directors in their individual capacity and , therefore, the 
said Directors in their individual capacity cannot be held 
liable to pay to the applicant whatever amounts are due to 
him in connection with the employment as , in the eyes of 
law , the Company is a separate entity , distinct from its 
members . Consequently , the Company alone can be held 
responsible for whatever dues are claimed by the applicant 
in connection with his employment in the Company . I , there 
fore, direct that the names of Shri Pravinkumar S. Gosalia 
and Shri Vinod S. Gosalia be deleted from the proceedings 
.as Opponents . 

11. Coming now to issue No. 2 : 

The applicant, in his statement, has confirmed the con 
tents of his application and added that , after the filing of 
the application , he has been paid of his salary for January 
and February 1981. 


not produced ore in the Mines for more than 10 years . The 
Mines of this Company are kept working by raising con 
tractors . There was a dispute between the Management and 
the workers employed in the Mines from 1980. This spute 
was for not getting their co -operation in production, accivity . 
Since the workers were not working, the Company decided 
to lay them off. The Head Office staff was also told by the 
Management that, since there was no production in Mines , 
there was no money to pay their wages and so they too 
were laid off. 

In his cross , he had admitted that the workers employed 
were directly employed by the Company and not by the 
Directors . That S. Kantilal and Shantilal Khushaldas are : 
sister concerns , both functionings in the same premises and 
the employees of one company were transferable to another 
with continuity of service . He did not issue any notice of loy 
off to the workers at the Head Office . The applicant and 
others were paid their wages according to their pay scale , 
whether or not they did any work . 

13. This is all the evidence led by the parties . 

The ciaim of Rs. 19,888-95 has not been denied by the 
Opponent, whose only contention is that , due to their finari 
cial difficulties , they could not effect payment to the appli 
cant. The applicant has stated in his statement, that, after 
the filing of the application , he has received salary for 
January and February 1981, at the rate of Rs. 1,517-25 and 
1,489-95 resply . totalling Rs. 3,007-20 . Hence , deducting 
Rs. 3,007-20 from 19,888-95 , the applicant is entitled to receive 
from the Opponents Rs. 16,881-75 of his salary dues till 
January , 1982 . 

14. Considering now issue No. 4 regarding lay- off. 

Shri Vinod S. Gosalia has stated in his cross examination 
that he did not issue any notice of lay off to the workers at 
the Head Office . Even assuming , for the sake of arguments , 
that under the Standing Orders of the Company, the ent 
ployer was entitled to lay -off the workers , in the absence of 
any such notice , there could not be any lay-off . 

The contention of the employer that, as the employees 
in the Mines failed to give any production and so the enz. 
ployees at the Head Office had no effective work to perform , 
they were considered as on lay off without wages cannot be 
accepted . It is to be noted that the applicant s work was not 
linked with production and even assuming that there was 
no work for the employees at the Head Office for non pro 
duction in the Mines , which fact, otherwise , is denied by the 
applicant, the employer, if it did not want to pay the salary 
of the employees in future could have retrenched them , after 
complying with the legal formalities , which he did not do . 
15. In the premises above, I pass the following Order : 

ORDER 
The names of the Directors , Shri Pravinkumar S. Gosa 
lia , and Shri Vinod S. Gosalia as Opponents in this appli 
cation should be deleted . The employer company is directed 
to pay to the applicant the total amount of Rs. 16,881-75 
as his wages till January 1982 , with 12 p.c. interest till the 
date of effective payment. Costs of Rs . 100 / - to be paid by 
the employer to the applicant,

In his cross , he has admitted that the purchase of ore 
by the Company from independent Mine Owners went on 
gradually decreasing and, virtually , came to a standstill in 
1980. He has further admitted that, except for the last 6 to.7 
years , the Company used to pay their wages in time. He 
has denied the knowledge of the meeting alleged to be held 
by the Company and also that the payment of their wages 
was linked with the production in the Mines . 

12. Shri Vinod Gosalia has stated , in short , that around 
1971-72, the export of ore by the Company stopped , due to 
financial difficulties and labour problems. Before the stop 
page, the Company had about 80 employees in the Mines 
and Head Office which are now reduced to 2 or 3. Most of 
them resigned and left the Company S. Kantilal, which have 
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
